-Y.M.C.A. Notes 


Rural Communities Support Cam- 
paign—Time Will Be Extended 
on Account of Seeding 

The rural communities of Manitoba 
received the Y.M.C.A, with open arms 
when they launched the great Red 
Triangle campaign for $1,100,000 with 
which to carry out the association's 
reconstruction programme . for men 
and boys in Canada, which’ includes 
the extension of the Y.M.C.A.’s influ- 
ence and work into the smaller towns, 
the villages and the farming districts 
of uttermost Canada, as well as in 
her great cities. 

There are, however, difficulties in 
country canvassing such as are not 
encountered in town, Seeding season 
in rural Canada is the most import- 
ant tine of the year, when every 
hour lost means a loss of dollars, It 
is inconvenient, if not impossible, for 
the canyasser, even in the worthiest 
cause, to interview the farmer in sced 
time. It is impracticable for the far- 
mer, at the mid-season between seed- 


est, to make any cash outlay until he 
knows how lhe will “stand” at the end 
of seceding. 

Owing to these conditions, the 
campaign of the “Y"” in the country 
will be extended. It will not be pos- 
sible to consider it over until well on 
in June, as a great many intending 
subscribers, who recognize the value 
of the Y.M.C.A, work,and are cager 
to have the “Y’’ extend its operations 
into the rural placid and villages, 
would be thereby exdtuded. The ru- 
fal municipalities have accepted their 
allotments willingly, and there is no 
doubt that the country people are be- 
hind the Y.M.C.A, One of the associ- 
ation’s organizers, Rev, Mr, Rowell, 
went into the district of Steinback, 
Man., where a local adviser had told 
him it was futile to go. This district, 
partly English-speaking and partly 
French-speaking, gave Mr. Rowell 
$576, 

In its work of campaigning, the 
Y.M.C.A, has heard rumors of criti- 
cism, Some of these, as reported by 
the organizers, the “Y"” has had an 
opportunity to answer, and has done 
so successfully in every such case. In 
this connection, it may be said that 
analysis of most of these criticisms 
has revealed the fact that the Can- 
adian “Y” was not included in the 
criticism, 

It would be quite impossible for an 
organization the size of the Canadian 
Y.M.C.A., performing work under the 
difficulties. the “Y” ‘encountered, to 
proceed with absolute faultlessness. 
Being a human organization, the Can-

Ottawa, Ontario—A memorandum 
has been prepared for the Canadian 
Government dealing with the claims 


for compensation by Canadians for 


|losses during the war caused-by the 


illegal methods of warfare adopted by 
the Germans and their allies, Claims 
up to the present moment have been 
received for soime $34,000,000, while 
others are still being teeeived, The 
greater part of the Canadian claims 
are made up of shipping losses, there 
being 36 ships of whieh Canadians 
were cither owners or part owners 
which were illegally destroyed by the 
Germans. 

This memorandum makes public for 
the first time the close proximity ‘to 
the Canadian shores of the enemy 
submarines during 1918.
